Lieutenants Stunned 

The lieutenants of the Louisiana 
dictator were stunned momentar¬ 
ily and grief-stricken by Senator 
Long’s death, but were believed 
ready to attempt to carry on the 
powerful regime he established. 

On the other hand. Senator 
Long's political opponents were 
expected to make a strong fight 
against this effort and to try to 
gain control themselves. 

Senator Long became delirious 
last midnight, and shortly later 
lost consciousness. Earl J. Chris- 
tenberry, his secretary, said he ex¬ 
claimed: 

“Where are my children ?” 

His children, Rose, Russell and 
Palmer Reid were rushed to his 
side, but too late for the senator 
to recognize them. 

The secretary said there were 
last wishes expressed by the sena¬ 
tor. He would not divulge them 
because he said they concerned 
the family and were private. 

Niece Tells Passing 

Mrs. Jack Ducoumau, a niece, 
gave another version of the sena¬ 
tor's last act before he lost con¬ 
sciousness. He sent for Mrs. 
Long, who had left the room, she 
said, and as she walked in, he ex¬ 
claimed: 

“Here comes my su eetheart. 
Where are all the children? I 
love all of you.” 

Gov. O. K Allen, who was tear¬ 
ful as he emerged from the death 
chamber, said the senator won¬ 
dered "what will happen to my 
poor university boys.” The sena¬ 
tor made himself the particular 
patron of the football team of the 
University of Louisiana. 

Fighting determinedly, Senator 
Long also told Seymour Weiss, a 
close friend and treasurer of the 
Long organization, at the bedside. 

“I want to live.” 

The body was sent to a funeral 
home. 

Relatives At Bedside 

Mr. Christenberry said the body 
of the senator would lie in state in 
the five million dollar capitol 
which was erected when he was 
governor and in which he was 
shot. Other arrangements await¬ 
ed a conference in the office of 
Governor Allen. 

At the bedside besides Mrs. 
Long and the children, Governor 
Allen and Mr. Christenberry. were 
the senator’s sisters, Mrs. W. M. 
Knott and Mrs. Stewart Hunt, and 
their husbands; his brothers, Dr. 
G. S. Long, Julius and Earl and 
the latter’s wife; his father, Dr. 
Roy Long and several cousins. 

The marriage of Senator Long 
and the former Rose McConnell 
followed a courtship typical of the 
speed of the senator’s life. 

Freed of Charge 

They met in Memphis. Long, 
traveling agent for a packing firm, 
was promoting a cooking contest. 
Mrs. Long won the prize. A few 
months later, during a visit to 
Shreveport, she was instrumental 
in exonerating Long, who was 
charged with participating in a 
minor shooting scrape. {She pro¬ 
duced seat stubs as proof he es¬ 
corted her to a theater the night 
of the shooting.

Highlights in the career of Huey 
Pierce Long: 

Born Aug. 30, 1893, on a modest 
farm in Winnfield, La., the 
seventh child of a family of nine. 

At 16. deserted his family’s cot¬ 
ton farm for the road, leaving 
high school to become a traveling 
salesman of cooking utensils and 
farm home appliances. 

At 19, arrested in Shreveport, 
accused of being involved in a 
shooting scrape; cleared by an 
alibi of Rose McConnell, who 
proved he was in a theater with 
her. 

At 20. married Miss McConnell, 
who bore him two sons and a 
daughter. 

In 10 months of intense cram¬ 
ming, finished a law course at Tu- 
lane university and in 1915 was 
admitted to the bar, passing a 
special examination. 

Three years later elected to the 
Louisiana state hoard of railroad 
commissioners, the start of his po¬ 
litical career. 

Almost immediately began the 
legal fight that made him forever 
a foe of the Standard Oil com¬ 
pany, winning a case for inde¬ 
pendent oil companies before the 
public commission. 

At 30, ran unsuccessfully for 
governor of Louisiana; elected 
governor four years later, in 1928. 

His campaign to oust political 
foes caused a storm that in 1929 
brought impearhment proceedings 
in the legislature, which he de¬ 
feated in a close battle by one sen¬ 
ate vote. 

In 1930, was elected to the sen¬ 
ate on a democratic ticket, simul¬ 
taneously consolidating his politi¬ 
cal control of Louisiana by en¬ 
gineering the gubernatorial elec¬ 
tion of 6. K. Allen. 

In 1932. headed a democratic

Republicans Storm Into 
Cabinet Meeting In 
Row Over Leader

ATHENS. Sept. 10 CPI—Pre¬ 
mier Panayott Tsaldaris, head of 
the Greek republican government, 
Issued a proclamation today urg¬ 
ing the people to vote for the 
restoration of the monarchy. 

The proclamation came after a 
night which saw the tension be¬ 
tween Monarchists and Republi¬ 
cans break in an open fight out¬ 
side the doors of the cabinet 
chamber, and the bayoneting of 
two Republican leaders by Mon¬ 
archist guards. 

Wants Calm, Order 
After deploring the night's 
events. Premier Tsaldaris' procla¬ 
mation asked for calm and order, 
concluding: 

“I consider democratic royal¬ 
ty as the natural regime for 
Greece and ask the people to 
vote for It In the impending 
plebiscite." 

Last night's fight broke up a 
cabinet meeting. 

General Panayotakos, leader of 
the antl-Monarchist forces and 
commander of the Athens garri¬ 
son, led a group of resentful Re¬ 
publican officers into the cabinet 
meeting to protest against the 
shift of Premier Panayoti Tsal¬ 
daris from his position of neutral¬ 
ity on the restoration question to 
•ne favoring the return of former 
King George. 

Two Bayonetted 
Minister of War George Kon- 
dylis promptly ordered the arrest 
of General Panayotakos and his 
brother, a Republican deputy. 
Both were bayonetted when Mon¬ 
archist guards attempted to carry 
out the war minister’s orders. 

As a result of his wound, the 
general has been succeeded as 
army commander by General 
Papagos. General Panayotakos, 
whose wounds are superficial, re¬ 
turned home after treatment at a 
hospital.

ganization capable to fill the place 
of the chieftain ?

Re¬ 
cently. Senator Long—in his fight 
against his arch-foe, Mayor T. 
Semmes Walmsley—had won over, 
because of his control of finances 
and patronage, many of the dis¬ 
tinct leaders in the old line demo¬ 
cratic organization. 

Walmsley Has Chance 

Now with Senator Long gone, 
Mayor Walmsley is in a strong po¬ 
sition to rebuild his New Orleans 
organization. 

If the Long lieutenants were in 
a quandry about the future, those 
who have hat tied the senator’s 
rise to power held a new hope of 
victory. 

A few weeks ago. a group of 
Louisiana congressmen who with¬ 
stood the onslaught of the sen¬ 
ator’s forces, formed an opposition 
bloc. They intended this as the 
nucleus of a formidable army of 
foes. 

‘Long for President’ 

But there was more to puzzle 
the political world than Louisiana. 
What will become of the hundreds 
of the "Share-Our-Wealth" units 
built by the senator and his or¬ 
ganization? They spread across 
the nation. Yesterday, while Sen¬ 
ator Long was fighting for his 
life, the St. Louis unit announced 
it would soon open offices for 
"Long for President in ’36.” 

A few weeks ago in New York. 
Senator Long said he would run 
as an independent in ’36 if "the 
republicans go Hoover, the demo¬ 
crats go Roosevelt and there is no 
liberal candidate in the field.” 

But at Baton Rouge today, the 
national scene was submerged to 
the state. Senator Long was dead 
—and his lieutenants had to think 
about the future. The organiza¬ 
tion he built up waited for a new 
leader.

Unless visitors had special 
permits they had no chance to get 
through the heavy guard and to 
the hospital. The doctors, for the 
most part, were close-mouthed 
about the struggle. 

Now and then an attendant or a 
nurse dropped a word to indicate 
how things were going. The first 
real alarm among the watchers 
came at 7 p. m. when a serious 
sinking spell was reported unoffi¬ 
cially. Up to that time not even 
the necessity for a second blood 
transfusion at noon yesterday 
could dim the hope that the sena¬ 
tor's enormous vitality would pull 
him through. 

An hour and a half after the 
sinking spell was reported one 
of the doctors said: “The sena¬ 
tor is holding his own.”

Rebuilding Program In 
Two Communities Get 
WPA Disapproval 

FULLERTON. School and city 
officials here and members of the 
board of education of the Placen¬ 
tia school district were surprised 
today to learn that federal au¬ 
thorities had disapproved building 
projects in the two communities 
which may total $352,000. 

Word could not be received to¬ 
day whether federal authorities 
disapproved a proposed rebuilding 
program for Fullerton elementary 
schools, in which officials asked 
$192,000 in federal funds, or 
whether a project for new Ful¬ 
lerton district junior college build¬ 
ings had been turned down. 

Fullerton's city hall project also 
was turned down by the PWA au¬ 
thorities, it was announced. City 
officials proposed to build a new 
city hall and rebuild the jail, ask¬ 
ing in the neighborhood of $20,000 
from PWA. 

In Placentia, a grant of $140,- 
000 has been requested, but defeat 
of a bond issue there last week 
necessitated revision of the re¬ 
quest. it was reported today. No 
announcement was made as to ac¬ 
tion expected to be taken by the 
board of education, but they prob¬ 
ably will present another request 
for aid in rehabilitation of schools 
of the district, Alva P. Patten, 
district superintendent, said to¬ 
day. 

Elementary school district offi¬ 
cials coutd not be reached in Ful¬ 
lerton today for statements con¬ 
cerning status of a recently voted 
$156,000 bond issue for rehabilita¬ 
tion there. 

Dwight L. Stevenson, assistant 
in charge of the Southern Califor¬ 
nia office of PWA. announced that 
until President Roosevelt disap¬ 
proves of the projects, their rejec¬ 
tion could not be considered final.

LAGUNA BEACH.—In order 
to have the new mall routes go 
into effect on Oct. 1, as sched¬ 
uled, an appeal has been issued 
by Postmistress Ada E. Purpus 
for all residents to have their mail 
boxes installed by Sept, 20 At 
this time a general inspection of 
the entire route will be made, and 
if 75 per cent of the boxes are not 
located the opening date for mail 
delivery will have to be postponed.

The secretary of agriculture can 
issue an order establishing a mar¬ 
keting agreement after 50 per 
cent of the handlers approve it 
and after two-thirds of the pro¬ 
ducers by number or volume favor 
issuance of an order, said Mr. 
Cory. 

Citrus Is Exception 

California citrus fruits, how¬ 
ever, are an exception. Eighty 
per cent of the handlers must 
sign an agreement and 75 per cent 
of the growers must favor the 
order. When SO per cent of Cali¬ 
fornia citrus handlers refuse to 
sign, the secretary still may issue 
an order provided SO per cent of 
the producers favor it and it is 
approved by the president. 

Orders may be terminated at 
the end of a marketing year when 
the secretary finds that an order, 
or provision in an order, obstructs 
or does not tend to effectuate the 
purpose of the act, or when the 
majority of producers of the com¬ 
modity favor termination. An 
immediate injunction may be had 
for violation of an order, and a 
fine of $50 to $500 may be im- : 
posed. 

The act as amended does not 
affect marketing agreements and 
licenses now in force, but it is 
believed that new agreements will '■ 
be substituted as rapidly as possi¬ 
ble. said Mr. Cory. 


Producers in the milk and spec¬ 
ialty crop industries have a 
greater opportunity to promote 
orderly marketing and increase 
their income through utilization 
of marketing agreements, under 
recently enacted amendments to 
the agricultural adjustment act. 
Assistant Farm Advisor W. M. 
Cory said today. 

The act as amended empowers 
the secretary of agriculture to 
enter into marketing agreements 
with handlers, producers and as¬ 
sociations of producers to in¬ 
crease prices received by growers, 
to parity or to fair exchange 
value, said Mr. Cory. After an 
agrement has been accepted by a 
majority of the industry, orders 
may be issued under specified con¬ 
ditions to make the agreement 
binding on the industry. 

<)|>eration Limited 

Mr. Cory explained that opera¬ 
tion of the orders is rigidly lim¬ 
ited to interstate commerce, and 
that to eliminate any question of 
improper delegation of legislative 
authority, the amended act enum¬ 
erates commodities to which or¬ 
ders may be applicable These 
are fresh and dried fruits except 
apples, and except all fruits for 
canning, other than olives; vege¬ 
tables, including canned aspara¬ 
gus. hut no other vegetables for 
canning; pecans and walnuts, 
naval stores, soy beans, milk and 
tobacco.

Of the total shipment in August, 
61 carloads of the fruit were sold 
through the Los Angeles Distrib¬ 
uting plant while the remaining 
887 carloads were sent to export 
and domestic markets. 

Lemon Shipping Less 

Lemon shipments during the 
month amounted to 87 carloads, 
bringing the season shipments up 
to 604 carloads. According to the 
Orange County Fruit exchange re¬ 
port, the amount of lemons in 
storage in the various exchange 
houses in the state is 13 per cent 
under last year but is still 18 per 
cent greater than the average 
storage for the last five years on 
that date. 

The report revealed that the 
market on California lemons has 
been very satisfactory during the 
past 60 days. This improved mar¬ 
ket is due to a large extent, it 
is believed, to the extreme tem¬ 
peratures that have prevailed 
throughout most, of the country 
during the 60-day period. 

While prices at the present time 
are low. they are still very satis¬ 
factory on medium sizes and bet¬ 
ter grades. 

August Sales Increase 

With the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers Exchange using an increased 
advertising budget, the total sales 
to date have reflected, in a defi¬ 
nite way, the results of an inten-1 
sive advertising campaign. The 
exchange, according to the report, 
sold in August more packed valen- ■ 
cias in the United States and Can- j 
ada than in any preceding Au¬ 
gust. August sales increased more 
than 15 per cent over a year ago 
and more than 20 per cent over 
the average of the past five years.

ITALY AND ETHIOPIA: Story of a Long-Brewing Conflict

In Feb., 1017, four years after 
the death of Menelik II, the throne 
of Ethiopia fell to the joint occu¬ 
pancy of Ras Tafari (now Haile 
Selassie) and his great aunt. Queen 
Zauditu, a daughter of Menelik. 
The victor of Adowa has desig¬ 
nated his grandson, Lij Yassu, as 
his successor, hut the latter in¬ 
trigued with the dervishes of the 
Sudan, including the notorious 
“Mad Mullah,” and was excom¬ 
municated hy the national (optic 
( hristian church. The “rases," or 
feudal barons of the country, 
thereupon deposed him and estab¬ 
lished the dual rule. Li j Yassu took 
to the hills, vowing vengeance. 


Four years of tribal warfare fol¬ 
lowed the coronation of Tafari and 
Zauditu, ending with the capture 
of Lij Yassu. Tafari thereafter 
pursued the policies of Menelik. 
He kept his country as the only 
territory in Africa that was neu¬ 
tral in the World war and on Sept. 
28, 1923, won admission to the 
League of Nations. This step was 
taken after he had decreed death 
to slave traders and the gradual 
emancijKition of the numerous 
serfs in his feudal land. The aim 
was to end slave raids across the 
borders of neighboring Italian, 
French and British possessions. 


Ras Tafari, as regent of Ethi¬ 
opia, visited Europe in 1924. He 
was accompanied by a retinue of 
rases and attendants and spent 
five months in the old world. He 
was received with high honors at 
Rome, where he was welcomed 
both as a sovereign and as son of 
Ras Makonnen, the able diplomat 
of .Menelik II. King Victor Em¬ 
manuel, Premier Mussolini and 
Pope Pius received him and he was 
accorded similar attention in Paris 
by President Millerand and in Lon¬ 
don by King George. The length 
of his trip was deemed significant 
of the stability which he had es¬ 
tablished in his country. 


On Aug. 2, 1928, Italy and Ethi¬ 
opia signed a treaty of “perpetual 
friendship.” It provided for the 
arbitration of all disputes between 
the two countries and for the ces¬ 
sion to the African monarchy of a 
free zone in the port of Assab, 
Eritrea, together with construction 
of a motor highway thence to 
Addis Ababa. This happy occasion 
was the outgrowth of an official 
visit the previous year to the 
Ethiopian capital by the Duke of 
the Ahruzzi, a return for the state 
journey which Ras Tafari had 
made to Europe in 1924. But the 
pact’s projects languished, each 
side blaming the other for delays. 


Ras Tafari became Emperor 
Haile Selassie, “King of Kings of 
Ethiopia, Conquering Lion of 
Judah, Elect of God,” on Nov. 2, 
1930. At the coronation were 
princes and special envoys from 
many foreign capitals. The cere¬ 
monies were staged seven months 
after the death of Queen Zauditu 
had left Tafari alone on the throne. 
Crowned with him was his wife, 
Waizaro Menen, a great-grand¬ 
daughter of Menelik II. Their chil¬ 
dren trace through both parents to 
Sahale Selassie who reigned 1795- 
1847 and generally is recognized in 
Ethiopia as a descendant of King 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba.

THE CHIEF IS DEAD 

L OUISIANA is in a quandary. The chief is dead. 

Kuey Long’s assassination drives home the futility 
of a program based solely on the leadership of one man. 

Grief-stricken over the loss of their leader, Long’s 
lieutenants today are dazed, uncertain over future steps. 
They had depended on him so much, and had taken orders 
so long without questioning, that they find themselves 
now like an army without a general—only in worse shape 
because he had passed on little of his authority. There 
seemed to be no hands capable of receiving it. 

No doubt a new chieftain will rise up and attempt 
to carry on where the senator left off. But who will select 
him? Who will be big enough, strong enough, to put 
down the jealousies and the internal strife which is bound 
to occur and which, in the past, has broken many a polit¬ 
ical machine? 

Senator Long had won and held much of his state 
following by reason of his control of finances and patron¬ 
age. With him gone, his arch foe, Mayor T. Semmes 
Walmsley, of New Orleans, undoubtedly will try to 
move in. 

And what of the other dictators who are attracting 
the attention of the world? What would happen should 
Hitler be shot down? What would become of the ambi¬ 
tious Italiarts should Mussolini be taken? What would 
the blind following of Stalin do without him in the soviet? 

Life is too uncertain to place our dependence entirely 
in the hands of one man, or in a one-man machine. That 
is why the framers of our constitution saw to it that 
without changing the fundamental law of the land, no 
dictatorship of America would be possible. That is why 
we cling to a representative, democratic form of govern¬ 
ment with power vested in the people. 

Any deviation from such a course invites tragedy, 
not as it affects one man, but all. '

JUST A THRILL SEEKER 

W HILE peace officers, service clubs and just ordinary 
folks plead for traffic safety and careful driving, a 
speed-crazed world looks on with wonder and admiration 
because one of its kind, Sir Malcolm Campbell, was able 
to travel more than 301 miles an hour in an automobile. 

Sir Malcolm told newspapermen his sole object in 
traveling at such tremendous speeds was that of achieve¬ 
ment and his hope that such performances would result 
in safer motor cars. 

Next time a speed cop flags you down, just tell him 
you were doing 70 in the hope that your performance 
might result in safer motor cars. And when they pick 
you and your family and somebody else and his neighbors 
up in pieces, you will know you made a great contribution 
to science. 

There is no automobile made, and never will be, that 
will be safe in the hands of a speed maniac, and there is 
little need for greater safety than the cars of 1935 possess, 
provided they are manned by careful drivers. 

Sir Malcolm is only spoofing himself and the public 
when he says his speed exploits have a scientific purpose. 
He’s a thrill seeker, and belongs in the same class as the 
snake charmer and the man who goes over Niagara in 
a barrel—and about as useful to society. 

THE FRESHMEN ARRIVE 

F ORTUNATE indeed are the young men and women 
who this week are entering Santa Ana Junior college. 
They will find pleasant surroundings, capable instructors, 
a community in tune to college life and an opportunity 
which thousands of others less fortunate would give a 
great deal to possess.
